Firefighters gain 
hand in arson blaze 


HEM ET (U P I) — Firefighters using 
Vietnam War technology gained an 
upper hand today over an arson fire 
which had raced out of control through 
thousands of acres of brush timber and 
sent vacationers fleeing. 
For the first time in fire fighting 
annals, 
helicopter 
pilots 
wearing 
binocular like eyeglasses that allowed 
them to see as well as in daylight made 
repeated water drops during the night. 


By dawn, the U.S. Forest Service said 
the blaze which broke out Tuesday was 
60 per cent contained. No estimate was 
made for when full containment was 
expected. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department 
and Forest Service helicopter pilots flew 
joint infrared scanning flights during the 
night for the first time in fire fighting 
control, a Forest Service spokesman 


said today. 
The pilots used the binocular-like 
eyeglasses which were developed during 
the Vietnam War to pick out the fire 
lines. The glasses utilize the light from 
stars to enable the pilots to see clearly. 
“ They actually made water drops at 
night,” the spokesman said. “ This is a 
direct 
spin-off 
of 
Vietnam 
War 
technology. 
“ Were very enthusiastic about this 
because for the first time we can make 
night water drops on fires to assist the 
ground crews.” 
An estimated 2,200 men working 12- 
hour shifts were on the fire lines today in 
a major effort to bring the fire under 
control. 
The spokesman said the blaze had 
burned through 17,500 acres, much of it 
in steep mountain terrain, and had a 
perimeter of 34 miles.

After 1952 


Published papers changed 
peril of dust conditions 


(Editor’s Note: This is the 
second in a series of three 
articles).

Several events happened in 
1952 which had a profound and 
lasting effect in the diatomite 
industry. Before that year a 
controversy "raged, 
mostly 
behind doors, regarding the 
role dust from the diatom plays 
in the illness and death of men 
who work in the industry.” 
At the time, one printed 
source reported, "Few debates 
in medicine have achieved the 
volume of written argument, 
anger, 
misconception, 
pure 
research and exhaustive study 
as has the debate relating to 
the study of silicosis and the 
industrial hazards surrounding 
the mining industry. Under the 
generic 
term, 
pneumoconiosis, 
researchers 
tabulated and labeled diseases 
arising 
from 
the 
harmful 
mineral 
dusts as silicosis, 
asbestosis, anthracosis and so 
on.” 
While 
the 
controversy 
continued 
unresolved 
and 
somewhat 
classified, 
the 
working 
conditions 
at 
diatomite plants such as Johns- 
Manville in the Lompoc hills 
were "unbelievable,” recalled 
a retired J-M worker. 
The 
men waded 
through 
diatomaceous dust. Processed 
diatomite was packed in coarse 
burlap bags which sent out 
puffs of dust with handling. 
Workers were provided bulky 
respirators which they often 
pulled down when it got hot; 
they were not forced to wear 
them. 
Then events in 1952 changed 
working conditions: 
A magazine published by the 
TB 
association, 
called 
“ Search,” 
unexpectedly 
published 
a 
story 
in 
the 
January 
1952 
issue 
called 
"Death by Dust.” It cited "... 
medical opinion, research and 
fact...taken 
from 
court 
records., 
and 
chemical 
analysis by affidavit” which 
convincingly 
exposed 
the 
health hazards of diatomaceous 
earth. 
The article went so far as to 
recommend that the entire 
community 
adjacent 
to 
diatomaceous industries be x- 
rayed: “ Such surveys in the 
Lompoc 
area 
have 
not 
heretofore been successful,” 
the 
a rticle 
reported. 
"Residents there apparently 
are most reluctant to submit to 
x-ray. With a population of 
nearly 5,000 people, only 700 
adults agreed to be x-rayed in 
the 
last 
community 
x-ray 
survey held there. Among the 
700 x-rays taken there were 
those 
which 
indicated 
an 
exposure to industrial dust, 
among people who had simply 
lived near the mine.” 
According to Dr. W. Clark 
Cooper, an occupational health 
consultant, 
the 
“ Search” 


magazine 
story 
“ offended 
many people in position of 
power in (California). 
"There was no question of an 
official attitude of ‘don’t get 
too excited about this story.’ 
The journal that published this, 
I think in some way was 
stopped, 
its 
editor 
was 
changed,” Cooper said. 
He added, "the man in the 
state named Herb Abrams, 
sort of a Ralph Nader ahead of 
his time in industrial hygiene, 
was making a big fuss about 
what ought to be done at J-M 
and he lost his job because of 
this.” 
About two weeks later, the 
San 
Francisco 
Chronicle 
published a sensational story 
on their investigation of their 
diatomite industry, spurred by 
the article in "Search.” 
The Chronicle reported that 
state 
officials 
would 
investigate J-M in Lompoc on 
the 
basis 
of 
certain 
information, some of which 
was incomplete. Among the 
allegations were: 
— That since 1945 four men 
had died from pneumoconiosis 
caused by breathing diatomite 
dust. 
— That since 1945, post 
mortem or 
post operative 
examinations of the lungs of 15 
men had been made and all 
showed signs of the disease. 
— That the Santa Barbara 
County 
health 
officers es­ 
timated that 26 persons had 
been diagnosed as having the 
disease since 1946, with eight of 
them 
having 
added 
complications of tuberculosis. 
— 
That 
Lompoc 
had 
accounted for 13.7 per cent of 
all the tuberculosis deaths in 
the country since 1930. 
— That in the year 1942 alone, 
seven 
of 
the 
county’s 
20 
tuberculosis deaths and 33 of its 
95 
cases 
were 
Lompoc 
residents. 
In late January 1952, an 
important paper was read 
before the Fourth Conference 
of 
M cIntyre 
Research 
Foundation on Silicosis 
in 
Canada. It concluded, among 
other 
things, 
that 
“ the 
inhalation 
of 
diatomaceous 
earth may produce a distinct 
type of pneumoconiosis.” 
The paper was important in 
more ways than one because 
the two doctors who presented 
it, Dr. Reginald H. Smart and 
Dr. Walter M. Anderson, were 
under the employ of J-M Dr. 
Anderson 
was 
the 
plant 
physician. 
(It was, incidentally, the 
opinions and findings of these 
two doctors that the Search and 
Chronicle stories were based 
on to a large degree.) 


The man who eventually 
headed 
the 
historical 
investigation mentioned by the 
Chronicle was Dr. Cooper of 
Berkeley. 
In 
a 
recent 
interview, he credited Dr. 
Smart and Dr. Anderson for J- 
M’s implementation of better 
dust control systems shortly 
before 1952. 
According 
to Dr. Cooper, 
earlier researchers failed to 
turn up a positive link between 
diatomaceous 
earth 
and 
pneumoconiosis, 
for 
one 
reason, 
because 
tests 
in 
animals had led them to think 
otherwise. 
"But,” he said, “ this was 
partly 
because 
natural 
diatomaceous earth, as it is 
taken out of the quarries, is not 
particularly dangerous. When 
this material is heated, it 
changes into another and much 
more dangerous form...” 
Dr. Smart and Dr. Anderson 
pointed this fact out in tbeir 
paper. 
Finally, in March 1952, the 
International 
Chemical 
Workers Union at J-M went out 
on strike. It was a seven-month 
long and bitter strike in which 
the union wanted, besides other 
requests, 
improved 
dust 
control measures.

Deep Dish Blueberry Delight 


Valley artists plan year

Quickie recipes are in favor with Leona (Mrs. Fred) 
Cohig, busy Fillmore School teacher, who insists on 
flavor appeal as well. Two dishes she has taken at 
various times to teacher or PTA luncheons are her 
Beachcomber and Beef-Noodle casseroles. Amounts are 
generous and serve many people. “Everyone seem s to 
like them,’’ she observes, “as I always have empty 
dishes to take home.” 


Beachcomer casserole 
2 lb. ground beef 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
2 tbsp oil 
8 oz. shell macaroni, cooked 
1 ft tsp. salt 
ft tsp. pepper 
1—8-oz. can whole kernel com, drained 
2—lOft-oz. cans tomato soup 
ft cup chopped ripe olives. 


Brown beef, onions, and green peppers in oil. Combine 
beef mixture, macaroni, salt, pepper, com, soup and 
olives. Turn into 2ft quart casserole. (13 x 9 x 2-inch is 
fine). Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. Yield: 8-10 
servings. 


Beef-Noodle Casserole 


3 lb. ground steak 
2 sticks margarine 
5 sticks celery, chopped 
1 green pepper, chopped 
3 med. onions, chopped 
1 button garlic, finely chopped 
1—10 oz. can tomato soup 
1 can tomato paste 
1 cup water 
1—4-oz. can mushrooms 
1—2-oz. bottle green stuffed olives, sliced 
Dash of pepper sauce 
1—8oz. pkg. noodles, cooked. 
Grated cheese 


Saute ground steak in 1 stick margarine. Saute celery, 
pepper, onions and garlic in remaining margarine. 
Combine all ingredients, except noodles and cheese. 
Simmer for 30 minutes. Add noodles, place in 1 large or 
two small baking dishes. Cover with cheese just before 
serving. Yield: 24servings. 


Also nice to take for a potluck meal is the dessert 
recipe described as quick to prepare and delightfully 
delicious. 


1—1 lb. 4ft oz. can crushed pineapple 
1—1 lb. 5-oz. can blueberry pie filling 
1 pkg. yellow cake mix, 2 layer size 
ft cup butter or margarine, melted 


In a 13 x 9 x 2-inch cake pan, make a layer of crushed 
pineapple. Top with a layer of blueberry pie filling, then 
add a layer of cake mix and drizzle butter over all. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 45 minutes to 1 hour, or until top is 
nicely browned. Serve warm with ice cream or whipped 
topping. Makes 12 servings. 
Since so many people are on this ecology kick and 
growing lots of garden fruit and vegetables, says Leona, 
many like the Cohigs have at least one hill of rhubarb. 
“It’s so convenient,” she says, “to just run out to the 
garden and pull a few stalks.” Four will make the two 
cups of rhubarb for the following recipe. It is a spicy 
moist cake and the Cohigs like it very much. 


Rhubarb Cake 
2 cups diced rhubarb (frozen may be used) 
2 cups sugar 
ft cup shortening (I use safflower oleo) 
1 egg, well beaten 
2 cups sifted flour 
1 tsp. soda 
ft tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. cinnamon 
1 cup buttermilk 
1 tsp. vanilla 


Combine rhubarb and ft cup sugar and set aside. 
Cream shortening with remaining sugar, add egg and 
beat well. Resift flour with soda, salt, and cinnamon. 
Add alternately with buttermilk, beating well after each 
addition. Mix in vanilla and rhubarb mixture. Turn into a 
greased 9” x 13” x 2” inch baking dish. Bake at 350 
degrees 1 hour. 


May be served plain or with ice cream or whipped 
cream.

Demin and Lt. Col Sarafanov 
landed their capsule soon after 
midnight in Soviet Kazakhstan 
about 30 miles from the city of 
Tselinograd 
Tass explained the Soviet 
Union’s first, manned night­ 
time landing by saying one goal 
of the 48-hour mission was to 
develop “ methods and means 
of search for and evacuation of 
a spaceship landing at night.”

that the trial be postponed at

publicity surrounding former

Richard 
Nixon’s 
resignation 
Burger said any doubts about 
Sirica’s decision to press ahead 
with the trial now — especially 
since a federal appeals court 
did not reverse it —“ are not 
sufficient to form a basis for 
contrary action" by a single 
Supreme Court jurist. 
“ The District Court bears 
responsibility 
commensurate 
with its authority 
in such 
matters, and only in the most 
extraordinary 
circumstances 
should an individual ... justice 
intervene,” Burger said.

Wednesday from 19 years of poverty and 
doing without to the strange, new world 
of money, more than he perhaps ever

Billiard artistry 
result of 
'misspent youth'

Several years ago at a pool hall somewhere m Lancaster, 
Dave De Pasquale was in the process of relieving an 
opponent of some loose change by running several straight 
racks (14 balls per rack L 
The opponent sat watching from a bar stool, leaning on his 
unused cue stick. 
“ It sure is wonderful to see a guy shoot pool like that," the 
opponent mused “ But it s also indicative of a misspent 
childhood.” 
Indeed, 
by 
the 
standards 
of 
some 
folks, 
Dave 
De Pasquale s childhood would be considered misspent. 
You watch as he makes the cue ball dance like a remote- 
controlled bumper car, or as he assembles a professionally 
tight rack of 14 balls without using a triangle, and you know 
that these are nuances of life not learned in Sunday School. 
Dave admits to spending (or misspending > 10 to 12 hours a 
day at the pool hall, once he got the bug at age 12 
“ I would have slept there if they had let me,” he smiles. 
As a result, the 51-year-old proprietor of the Golden Cue 
family billiard parlor in Lompoc is several levels of skill 
removed from the average town pool shark He is the best in 
Lompoc on the felt tables; most likely the best in the 
county 
In all modesty he considers himself among the top 10 
three-cushion billiard players in the state. 
Last weekend he placed fourth out of 36 competitors in the 
third annual Pacific Coast ABA (American Billiard 
Association> Event in North Hollywood 
It was a three-day, 12-hour-a-day grind, and Dave won $80 
(the winner got $400), which isn’t bad in a sport that pays off 
like a gas station slot machine. 
De Pasquale played in the state pool championships in 
Sacramento last month. He was eliminated by Cicero 
Murphy, a national-class pool star. 
Murphy jumped to a 93-0 lead, Dave came back to trail 
105-91, but then left a combination (set up) for Murphy, who 
went out (ran 45 straight balls to total a winning 150!. 
De Pasquale and his wife have been running their shop in 
Lompoc for nine years now. He's just now getting involved 
in tournaments held within reasonable traveling distance. 
He doesn't do much hustling anymore. 
At one time in that misspent youth, he joined the 
Merchant Marine to improve his mobility on the pool 
hustling circuit. Once out of the service he hung up his stick 
for 10 or 12 years. 
But shooting pool is like riding a bicycle or spending 
money — once you have the knack, you never forget how 
De Pasquale’s specialty is three-cushion billiards. The 
obvious difference between that game and straight pool is 
that in three-cushion the table has no pockets and there are 
just three balls — two white, one red. More subtle 
differences are the taper on the cue stick, the shorter stroke 
used, and the importance of a true table (good billiard cloth 
for one table will cost about $280, compared to $75 for a pool 
table; and in some toumies the tables have built-in heaters 
under the slate bed to insure against temperature-change 
w arp.) 
The object is to hit one white ball against the other, 
causing the second ball to bank off three cushions (rails) 
before striking the red ball.

Billiards requires the same basic concentration, keen eye 
and stroking ability as pocket billiards, or pool But a three- 
cushion player must also employ a mathematical computer 
in his brain to help him select from a staggering variety of 
angles and banks. 


De Pasquale demonstrates by setting up a shot in which 
the ball hits N IN E cushions before striking the red ball 


"It takes years to learn the game,” he says unnecessarily. 
“You increase your knowledge through experience ” 


But it takes more than just numbing hours of practice. 


“It’s an ability that very few are blessed with,’ says De 
Pasquale. “Many people know the diamond system (the 
system of planning angles of banks using the diamond 
markings near the rails! much better than myself, but I'm 
able to control the cue ball, which will equalize my lack of 
knowledge (a lack not glaringly apparent to the untrained 
observer). 


To demonstrate, he strikes the cue ball. It hits the other 
white ball at the rail, spins crazily backward and travels in 
a neat little three-quarters circle around the red ball, spins 
off two more rails and taps gently into the red ball. Point. 


“Speed and force and english (spin) are the most 
important things in billiards,’1 De Pasquale says. 


(The same skills may be applied in bowling De Pasquale 
carried the highest average - 190 - in Lompoc last season.) 


Then he moves over to the pool table and warms up by 
running 14 balls, moving briskly around the table at the pace 
of an eager service station attendant washing your windows.

Jerry Ford shows encouraging signs 
of 
diminishing 
parochialism 
and 
increasing liberalism He attacked wire 
tapping, criticized GM for price hikes 
(but without any follow-up), faced down 
Veterans of Foreign Wars for modified 
amnesty, and picked Rocky for vice 
president, the best of the lot. He still has 
a monolithic crew of Wall Street types 
advising him on the economy. And he 
has given no signal yet on what he will 
do about America's Number 1 built-in 
problem — race 
The race problem is simple — one 
American in 10 is black, and racial 
isolation is growing What is happening, 
according to a two-year, documented, 
72 page, paper-covered report by the US 
Commission on Civil Rights, 
‘Equal 
Opportunity 
in 
Suburbia,” 
is 
that 
American central cities are growing 
more black, and American suburbs are 
growing more white. Central cities tend 
to decay; suburbs to flourish This trend 
can’t last short of absolute apartheid, 
yet the forces of racial polarization are 
self-generating, and the problem won t 
solve itself. It is the most serious social 
problem of the United States. Black 
cities are surrounded by a white noose, 
and people will fight before they are 
strangled. 
‘‘This economic-racial exclusion may 
well 
be called the 
racism of the 
Seventies,” 
says 
the 
report.

It’s often a nice system for suburban 
commuters. Those city taxes, with all 
the poor people and the industries 
moving out, are terrible! People who 
live in the neatly lawned parasitical 
suburbs benefit from the city police, fire 
and sanitation departments and the 
cultural institutions, but often escape 
the taxes. Sometimes lim ited-access 
highways lead comfortably across the 
ghetto. 
‘‘Look down, daddy,” says the child in 
the air conditioned car, ‘‘how dark the 
streets are.” 
How long can this racial partition of 
the nation last? The number of whites in 
central cities is down to 40 per cent and 
at the present rate will be only 25 per 
cent by the year 2000, the Commission 
estim ates.

The Supreme 
Court, in March, 1973 (San Antonio 
School D istrict! ruled, 5-4, that states 
need not correct inherent educational 
inequities between rich suburbs and 
poor cities, because education is not a 
“ fundamental” right guaranteed by the 
Constitution All four Nixon appointees 
were in the m ajority. Last June, the 
Supreme Court, 5-4 ( Bradly vs Milliken) 
ruled out a metropolitan solution for 
black concentration (67 per cent of 
Detroit’s schools by mingling them with 
the school population of the entire 
metropolis (blacks 23 per cent). All four 
Nixon appointees again in the majority.

Jobless get hurt 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - There is 
a woman in New York who weekly 
shows up in her tennis dress to collect 
unemployment compensation She tells 
one and all that her husband is a railroad 
executive but a skinflint and that in 
order to redecorate her kitchen, she had 
to earn her own money. She found a 
part-time job but was laid off after a 
year. She makes it loudly clear she 
d o e s n ’ t 
n e e d 
u n e m p l o y m e n t 
compensation, but, well, dahling, “ I’ve 
got it coming to me, don’t I? ” 
Unfortunately 
she 
does, legally anyway. 
And so do uncounted 
others 
who 
are 
at 
least morally abusing 
unemployment 
com ­ 
p e n s a t i o n 
l a w s . 
Nobody 
knows 
pre­ 
cisely 
how 
many 
people 
collect 
un­ 
needed compensation 
but the 
Labor Department estim ates about 20 
per cent of the nation’s recipients “ are 
not in dire straits.” If so, this works out 
to about 1.2 million people annually 
collecting $1 billion on the dole. No 
doubt some take the money for things 
other than kitchen redecoration but 
many others 
take 
it only because 
they’ve “ got it coming.” 
The 
sad 
situation 
is 
as old 
as 
compensation relief itself — almost 40 
years. But it is especially contemptible 
at a time when millions of genuinely 
needy unemployed are trying to stretch 


com pensation 
dollars 
over 
an 
inflationary economy. If 20 per cent of 
compensation recipients are not in dire 
straits, 80 per cent are; some 5 million 
people or more will collect this year, not 
in tennis dresses but in workclothes and 
not for kicks but for real 
“ Personally, says another New York 
receiver, “ I’m ashamed to be here but 
we got to eat.” 
Eating, actually, is about all the needy 
recipients can expect from the dole. The 
compensation system was originally 
designed to allow unemployed working 
men and women to meet their basic, 
non-deferable living expenses but that 
goal has long since been eclipsed by 
reality. Compensation varies from state 
to state but the average state payment 
today is $75 weekly, enough for food for 
a family of four or five but not enough 
for anything else. So, if a man is out of 
work long these days, and has no 
supplemental income, he stands the ri' X 
of losing his home, car and anything else 
paid for at regular credit intervals. 
The system, moreover, has more 
faults than the size of its checks It is a 
federal-state program, which means it 
lacks minimum standards and is fraught 
with inconsistencies. Each state runs its 
own plan, the Federal government 
merely, and quietly, oversees. Thus, a 
workless person can get almost $100 a 
week in New York but only $60 in 
M ississippi and be can get 36 weeks 
coverage in Utah but only 20 in Puerto 
Rico. At best, many of the unemployed 
get chicken feed. Many people when 


employed these days earn in excess of 
$200 a week but last year, according to 
one study, the average unemployment 
compensation was $58.50 a week — 
“ hardly 
enough,” 
says 
a 
Labor 
Department man, “ not hardly.” 
Some months ago there was talk of 
reform 
in 
Washington. 
The 
Nixon 
administration wanted to force states to 
overhaul existing programs to meet 
national guidelines, including bloated 
benefits It also wanted to increase the 
number of people eligible for such 
compensation 
(11 
million 
workers, 
mostly farm and public employes, are 
not currently protected). Interestingly, 
Gerald Ford introduced the proposal in 
Congress Alas, nothing happened. And 
reform is not now likely. Social spending 
ideas have been forced by inflation into 
full retreat. 
Still, the optimist must hope. The 
priorities of inflation can not in good 
conscience neglect the citizens most 
affected by inflation At a minimum, 
benefits should be extended to all needy 
unemployed and compensation should be 
increased to two4hirds a m an’s salary. 
Besides this, each recipient should be 
entitled to at least 26 weeks of help. 
Reform would cost, naturally. But 
perhaps the increases could be lessened 
by 
a 
new 
public 
attitude 
toward 
unemployment compensation. It is not 
something to be siphoned by all, only 
those who need it to live. Tennis dresses, 
get out of the line: Leave the money 
there for the men and women for whom 
it is necessarily and justifiably intended.

Nixon right in insisting on the return of 
more authority to states, counties and 
cities.

inquiry prove the need 
for regular rigorous 
checks by Congress on 
the 
a g e n c i e s 
of 
g o v e r n m e n t 
— 
especially those with 
huge amounts of cash 
to spend, those with 
power to monitor U.S. 
citizens 
and 
those 
with 
authority 
to 
regulate and set price 
supports or otherwise 
affect the incomes or 
borrowing power of 
com panies, 
unions, 
f a r m e r s 
a n d 
individual citizens. 
This may require multiplying the size, 
and 
drastically 
increasing 
the 
investigating power, of the Government 
Accounting Office. Also to be considered 
should 
be 
the creation 
of a 
new 
supervisory agency directly responsible 
to Congress or a hefty increase in what 
is called the oversight function of 
Congressional committees. It would also 
be desirable to increase the research 
functions of the Library of Congress.

senators, congressmen and their staffs. 
There has been much talk of the need 
for tighter watchdog supervision over 
the Internal Revenue Service, the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation.

Scoiari family has a long 
and influential history in 
Lompoc Valley 
Because of the stark living 
conditions, many peasants 
of Val Verzasca began to 
migrate to other countries 
First it was to Australia and 
then the word “ ranch” in 
California 
inspired 
an 
exodus to the I) S. 
E m i l s 
grandfather, 
Pasquaie Scoiari, arrived in 
Lompoc Valley in the 1880’s 
and 
milked 
cows 
in 
Miguelito Canyon as a hired 
hand Eventually, he bought 
30 acres of land on E. 
Walnut Avenue and farmed 
crops of mustard, beans and 
hay, and he sent money 
back to Val Verzasca and 
had his wife and children 
come to Lompoc. 
Pasquaie developed the 
blue pod variety of small 
white beans, a strain once 
widely used in the coastal 
bean belt. Blue pods were 
more 
prolific 
than 
the 
former chief variety, Lady 
Washington, 
and 
more 
uniform in size and quality. 
One day, while working in 
the fields, he noticed a bean 
vine which had a blue pod 
He kept watch on the oddity 
and harvested its products 
separately. Next year, he 
planted more of the blue pod 
beans and they reproduced 
in great volume and seemed 
ideally suited to the local 
climate 
From 
the 
one 
vine 
Pasquaie 
supplied

neighbors until blue pods 
were planted in profusion 
and to the exclusion of the 
I^ady Washington.

CHICQUERO SCHOOL, an odd name for a school 
for translated it means “pig pen,” was formed in 
February, 1916. The school was named because it 
was built near an old pig pen. Twelve pupils 
attended this school in its first year, riding 
horseback to attend. Chicquero school eventually 
became a part of the Buellton Union School 
District and the building was torn down. 


Pioneer Society 


Two country schools are being honored during the 48th 
annual Pioneer Society Reunion this weekend They are 
Rinconada and Chicquero and were both located along the 
present Santa Rosa Road southeast of Lompoc 
Rinconada means round canyon" and describes the area 
where Rinconada School was located Rinconada was built 
m 1914 because Santa Rosa School across the Santa Ynez 
River could not be crossed during heavy rains 
The district was formed on Feb. 3,1913 with W J. Barker, 
T. J Donovan and C. N. Paaske as trustees Leroy Balaam 
taught there in 1913 and 1914 before the school was built. 
Teachers after that were: Louise Rudolph (1914-1916), 
Edna Carlson < 1914-1917), Gladys Laughlin (1917-1918), Nola 
E. Roberts (1918-1919), Marie Jones (1919-1920), Mrs. Emily 
Shepherd (1920-1921), Mrs Henrietta Adams (1921-1922), 
Mary C. Powell (1922-1923), and Ester T Carney (1923- 
1924). 
Rinconada School was finally consolidated with the 
Lompoc School District in 1927, three years after children 
were bused to school in Lompoc 
The empty school house was the subject of photographers 
and artists for years. It began to deteriorate rapidly during 
the 1980’s and was eventually burned to the ground in 1966 by 
vandals 
"Chicquero” means ‘‘pig men”; Chicquero School was 
built near an old pig pen. 
The petition to form the Chicquero School District was 
granted by county supervisors on Feb 8, 1916 A contract 
was awarded in August to Skytt and Skov of Solvang for the 
construction of the new schoolhouse on the upper Santa 
Rosa area The first trustees were Owen E Hollister, A. C. 
Tolman and T. R. Archer 
Miss Hattie M. Walker began the 1916 school year with 
twelve pupils in temporary quarters on the 0. E. Hollister 
ranch. The new schoolhouse was completed in the middle of 
September, 1916. 
Youngsters rode to school on horseback in those days. 
Chicquero School had students from both sides of the river, 
and when it flooded, thoae on the north side stayed home. 
Teachers after Miss Walker were: Harriet C. Ryan (1917- 
1918), Harriet L. Mather (1918-1919), Mrs Pearl Benton 
(1919-1920), Mary C. KeUey (1920-1921), Hilda Halvorson 
(1921-1922), Marie B. Forbes (1922-1923) and Anna Ashdown 
(1923-1925). 
For the neat three years, pupils were sent to Jonata 
School, and in April 1928, Chicquero and Jonata schools 
became part of the Buellton Union School District 
Chicquero School was tom down
